Auditor's Report on Stealings 
From Southbridge Bank 


END OF LEGISLATIVE INQUIRY 


Auditor Reports That Stealings Reach 
$25,000 More Than Bank Examiners 
Found—Settlement of Eighty-Five 


Cents on the Dollar Likely to Be. 


Accepted by Depositors—Bank Ex: 
perts Reveal Methods of Hall 


Boston, March 17.—The legislative 
committee which is probing the de- 
falcation of the Southbridge bank will 
report that a total of $449,442.89 has 
been stolen. as a result of the find- 
ings made public yesterday by Auditor 
Strachan. who has been going over 
the affairs of the bank. - This is $25,- 
000 higher than the report of the bank 
examiners. 

The committee has about finished 
its deliberations upon the bank. It is 
announced that no more hearings will 
be held and that the committee will 
now make up its report for the legis- 
lature. 

It is expected that the report of the 
committee will result in the accept- 
ance of the recommendation of Bank 
Commissioner Chapin that the de- 
positors accept a settlement of 85 
cents on the dollar. 

It is the view of several men on the 
committee that it would be hard to get 
a better settlement. So far the views 
of Charles Choate, counsel for the 
bank, have been followed by the com- 
mittee. 

An extended report will be made 
upon the~methods: by which . Treas- 
urer Hall made his defalcations. 
There were three schemes which the 
bank experts gave out. One was 
raising the amount of weekly pay- 
ments entered upon the counter book. 
The second was to raise arbitrarily the 
amount of weekly payments when 
posting the cash book. Nearly $200,- 
000 was taken this way. The third 
way was to credit cash for fictitious 
loans. 


OFF THE NAVAL LIST 


Navy Department Officially Declares 
That Nina Is Lost 

Washington, March 16.—The ill- 
starred naval tug Nina, which sailed 
from Norfolk Feb. 6 for Boston, by 
Official order was stricken from the 
naval list Tuesday. This constitutes 
an official declaration by the navy 
department that the little vessel is 
lost with all on board. 

In accordance with law, the gov- 
ernment will pay the next of kin otf 
the officers and crew the men’s full 
wages for six months from this date. 
After that, under the terms of the 
general pension law, the dependent 
relatives will receive the usual small 
pension.

GIVES DINNER 
TO REPORTERS 


Roosevelt Incidentally Pumps 
Them Good and Plenty 


PROVES A GOOD INTERVIEWER 


Bidesteps Attempts to Get His Views 
on American and European Politics 
and Says There Will Be Nothing 
Doing Along That Line—Came Near 
Cabling Congratulations to Cook on 
Discovery of Pole 


Khartoum, the Soudan, March 14. 
—Former President Roosevelt feels 
better now, for he knows what has 
happened in the twelve months that 
he has been in the wilderness. 

The group of correspondents who 
came thousands of miles to get his 
views on Africa and wor!d politics. 
found out what same of them long 
have known; that when he does not 
want to talk for publication’ Colone! 
Roosevelt can be as tight as money in 
a Wall street panic. In addition he 
has shown again that he is just about 
the best interviewer in the world him- 
self. : 

He gave the correspondents a din- 
ner aboard the steamer Dal and it was 
late when he let go the pump whick 
he applied to the correspondents 
singly and together.. If there is any 
question which he did not ask, the 
boys said later, they could not re- 
Call it. 

The political situation in New York, 
Ohio, in Washington, the “malefac- 
tors of great wealth,” the anti-trust 
suits, the Cook-Peary Polar contro- 
versy, all had their moment in his 
lightning inquisition. 

With that old-time Roosevelt can-— 
dor,.the colonel blurted out that he 
had a narrow escape from sending a 
cable of congratulation to Dr. Cook 


‘when he first learned that Cook had 


reached the Pole. 

“Narrow escape, wasn’t it,” he 
laughed. “I’m mighty glad my old 
friend Peary got there. It is one of 
the greatest exploits in the history of 
human exploration. And isn’t it fine 
to think of Old Glory flying away up 
on top of the earth? I'm mighty 
glad an American did it. It’s bully, 
that’s what it is.” ‘ 

Throughout the long dinner, with 
every trained correspondent. using 
every particle of his science to lure 
Roosevelt into some statement on’ 
world affairs, especially the Ameri- 
can political and, industrial situation, 
the former president laughed and 
questioned, and the net result for 


- publication was in need of just one 


word for the cables. 

“Nothing.” That, essentially, tells 
what Roosevelt said. “I have noth- 
ing to say and shall have nothing to 
say on American or European politics, 
on any political question or on any 
phase or incident connected’ with 
politics,” said Mr. Roosevelt. “l 
shall give no interviews, and anything 
purporting to be in the nature of an 
interview can be accepted as false. 
This applies during my entire stay in 
Europe.” 

Roosevelt was frankly delighted to 
hear of the big things doing in prep- 
aration to welcome him home. 

“I thought they went the limit when 
I came away,” he said with lots of 
enthusiasm, “but it is good to hear 
you boys say I’m still in good stand- 
ing. ‘I’m mighty glad to be on the 
way home, I assure you.” 

Mr. Roosevelt is hard at work com- 
pleting the story of his African hunt, 
and will also spend much of the time 
between now and his arrival at Naples 
in the preparation of the lectures that 
he is to give in Paris, Berlin and 
London. 

Four days will be spent in Khar- 
toum, the party leaving Thursday. 
The entertainment, while unofficial in 
character, will, nevertheless, be on 4 
lavish scale. 

Leaving Khartoum, stops will be 
made at Assuan and Luxor, where the 
old palaces will be visited. 


ROOSEVELT AT KHARTOUM 


Meets His Wife and Daughter on the 
Border of Civilization 
Khartoum, March 15.—Theodore 
Roosevelt and his party arrived here 
at 5 o’clock Monday afternoon.. The 
former President of the United States 
received a most flattering reception. 
Upon the pier Roosevelt was 
pressed by an enormous and en- 
thusiastic crowd, but his ‘escort saved 
him from any possible discomfort. 
He was at once escorted to the palace 
of the sirdar, at the steps of which he 
was received by the high Soudan of- 
ficials. The stay at the palace was 
brief, Roosevelt hurrying away to 
the railroad station to meet Mrs. 
Roosevelt and Miss Ethel Roosevelt. 
Colonel Roosevelt arrived at the 
station in time to meet his wife and 
daughter upon their arrival.

ROOT'S WARNING TO WOODRUFF 


Federal Power Will Be Used to 
Thwart Opposition to Hughes and 
His Measures—Party Split May 
Mean Republicans’ Loss of 1912 
Campaign—Woodruff’s Hands Are 
Strengthened by Election of Cobb 


New York, March 15.—With the 
departure of Senator Hlthu Root for 
Washington to inform President Taft 
of the result of his conferences with 
Timothy L. ‘Woodruff, chairman of 
the Republican state committee, and 
the local leaders on the question of 
Woodruff’s retirement from the chair- 
manship, looms a political situation 
which, in its larger meaning, bears 
directly not only on the coming state 
campaign next fall, but on the na- 
tional campaign of 1912. 

The administration, through Root, 
has made it clear to those now in the 
party’s leadership in this state that 
New York must not be lost by the Re- 
publicans in the gubernatoral elec- 
tion, for such defeat would endanger 
the party’s success two years later. 
To this end Root informed Woodruff 
that the opposition to Governor 
Hughes and his measures must cease, 
and the delicate suggestion is said to 
have been made that the federal 
power would be used to thwart such 
opposition if it continued. 

‘Whether Root 
Woodruff from the state chairmanship 
as an initial step to remove from party 
control the so-called “machine” lead- 
ers is the subject of much conjecture 
at state headquarters. “I am _ still 
here,” said Woodruff, and then made 
it evident that he would at least con- 
tinue as chairman.until the end of his 
term. . 

“There’s much more than the chair- 
manship of the state committee in- 
volved in this matter,” said an up- 
state leader. “President Taft and 
his friends are setting the stage for 
the national campaign of 1912 and the 
administration feels that unless the 
present state organization joins with 
Governor Hughes a party split will 
follow that will give the state to the 
Democrats next November and_seri- 
ously jeopardize the Republicans’ 
chance of capturing New York's thir- 


ty-nine electoral votes for their pres-° 


idential nominee. 

“Woodruff will remain chairman 
and the opposition to Governor 
Hughes will in a large measure cease 
so that no split may occur, if the Root 
plan is carried out, but the elction of 
Senator Cobb as president pro tem of 
the state senate has so strengthened 
the hands of Woodruff and his friends 
in the organization that they may 
elect to advance such legislation as 
they please at Albany, and so doing, 
will split the party wide open. In 
that event our hope lies In Theodore 
Roosevelt, who will be asked to as- 
sume the leadership of his party, and 
his return is only three months 
away.” 

The Woodruff adherents assert that 
the main efforts of the administration 
in the present situation contemplate 
an invasion of the right of state polit- 
ical control. Root is said to have in- 
sisted that if Senator Allds is guilty 
he must go, and Woodruff made it 
plain that the organization would let 
matters take their course.

It is now 
proposed to add to its duties, but 
under the present arrangement it 
would make it unwieldy tor added 
duties. It is sometimes called the 
committee of fifteen, but there has 
never been more than twelve and 
sometimes only eight at the “meet- 
ings. ‘Added duties mean additional 
meetings. It would be still more 
difficult to get large meetings. I 
would move 

“That the present Finance com- 
mittee be. discharged from further 
service. : 

“That an Advisory or Finance com- 
mittee of five members be appointed, 
two for one year, two for two years, 
and one for three years, and here- 
after. for three years, as vacancies 
occur. No town official, or member 
of any other permanent board or 
committee of the town. shall be 
eligible for appointment. : 

“The Financ¢e committee — shall 
make a report,to the town at the 
annual’ town meeting on all articles 
in the warrant involving the appro- 
priation of money, and may, at any 
time, consider any municipal ques- 
tion and report thereon to the town. 

“There is no great difference be- 
tween the duties of the committee 
as outlined and the duties as given 
to the committee by the town each 
year. The committee would be mere- 
ly an Advisory committee but I be- 
lieve would bea large’ power for 
good in such form. I trust the ques- 
tion will be settled here.” 

Mr. Cole: “I move as an amend- 
ment that the question be referred 
to the committee on revision of the 
by-laws to report at the next annual 
meeting. In doing this I recognize 
the possible value of the committee. 
I want to thank the gentleman for 
his word of appreciation of the value 
of the earlier committees for I was 
the organizer of this idea in 1896, and 
if itis true that they have lost influence 
under the gentleman’s later direction, 
I can only regret the circumstance. 
The gentleman’s solution is however 
open to the suspicion of even not yet 
being carefully considered. I under- 
stand that he is the author of the 
article in the warrant, yet his ideas 
have so changed that he comes now 
with a totally different suggestion, 
This subject needs careful study, for 
in the solution there are opportunities 
for improved conditions in town gov- 
ernment. The, questions of town 
book-keeping, proper relation of de- 
partments to each other, and other 
matters of government’ are all in- 
volved, and | hope it will be passed 
on.”

Mr. Allen: “In the first place, Mr. 
Moderator, I would like to say I am 
not the author of the article in the 
warrant.

PSALM NINTH AND TENTH 


WRITTEN FOR THE TOWNSMAN 


These Psalms taken together are 
the first acrostic of which there are 
fourteen in the Hebrew Scriptures. 
The best example of this form of 
composition is the 119th Psalm, divid- 
ed into 22 stanzas, each representing 
a Hebrew letter in the order of the 
alphebet. The letters are printed 
with their names in the common ver- 
sion, Each stanza has sixteen double 
lines of eight parallels, each parellel 
beginning with the letter which the 
stanza represents, e. g. 


Beth 
By what means shall a youth cleanse 
his way? 
By taking heed according to Thy 
word 
By my whole heart I have sought 
Thee. 


Let me not errfrom Thy commands. 
By hiding Thy word in my heart,

Almost none of these acrostic 
poems have come down to us intact. 
They have suffered from accidental 
errors. In some cases whole stanzas 
are left out and there have been edi- 
torial changes. These changes-and 
omissions are almost marked in 
Psalms 9 and 10, and the two form 
one Psalm in the Greek and Latin 
versions.

15 and 
16 resumes the picture of judgment 
as 5, and 6, only there it is, God, Thou 
hast rebuked, destroyed, obliterated. 
| Here it is still God who executes 
| judgment. But it is also the enemies 
‘that have fallen into their own net— 
snared in the work of their own 
hands—see also 15 and 16 of, the 
seventh Psalm. 

That wickedness works out its own 
defeat by a natural and inevitable 
process is as fundamental a law of 
the universe as is the law of gravi- 
tation. The institution of whatever 
kind that is not founded upon right- 
eousness is explosive. It is full of 
the forces of destruction. We have 
had this asserted or implied in -al- 
most every Psalm thus far and here 
it is enforced with a double emphasis. 
Higgsion Selah, Think this over. 
Pause and reflect. 

17 and 18, like 7 and 10 exalts in the 
power of God. They that do not for- 
get God shall be kindly and helpfully 
remembered. 19 and 20 returns to 
prayer in an appeal to God, Let not 
man prevail, and so completes the 
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second cycle. We might well apply 
this Psalm to David's greater Son in 
view of his final triumph in which 
the nations shall be given him for an 
inheritance and the uttermost Parts 
of the earth for His Possession, for 
He shall reign until He hath put all 
enemies under His feet. 

The first of our two Psalms deals 
with foreign enemies. “Thou hast re- 
buked the nations.” The second deals 
with home troubles, with men of Is- 
rael, who like the foreign foe, are 
hostile both to Israel and to Israel’s 
God. The roth, like the oth Psalm 
besides the divisions noted by the 
Hebrew letters, falls into halves— 
verses I-II, and verses 12-18, The 
first half begins with a remonstrance 
which paneer. the men from whom 
the people ‘suffér, the second appeals 


for-help; repeating the marching 
shout’ of the wilderness journey, 
Num. 10:35, “Arise, O God, let thine 


enemies be scattered, and let them 
that hate thee flee before, thee.” We 
have already had this three times: 
Psalms 3:7, 7:6, and 9:19, and it js 
not too old to: be familiar. on oyr 
lips today. 

The deeds of the wicked are re. 
hearsed, and faith sees the prayer 
for help already answered. “Thou 
wilt hear; thou hast heard the cry of 
the humble, and wilt judge.” In the 
first part we see the enemy in his 
character and conduct. 

The wicked man is self-confident, 
He praises his own success and de- 
spises’ Jehovah. He will not> seek 
God, either to know his will or to 
ask his help, He fears not God nor 
regards man. His whole thought 
and feeling and action rests upon the 
assumption that there is no God. He 
ignores death: his inward thought 
is that he shall live forever, He js 
under no restraint. He is tyrannical 
in spirit and in speech. 

In conduct he is treacherous and 
cruel. He humbles himself, There 
is nothing too mean to serve his ends, 
He ensnares men body and soul. He 
crouches like a lion in his lair, He 
hath said in his heart, “God hath 
forgotten, he will never see it.” 

We need not go far to-find those 
who have sat for this portrait, even 
in our own land, and in other lands 
our -oppressed Christian brethren 
may utter this appeal--with an em- 
‘phasis upon its severest terms. And 
we should help. tbs 

SUGGESTION 

Let us never forget the presence, 
the active presence, of God in all hu- 
man affairs, He is not always be- 
hind the strongest battalions. It is 
said that a Confederate general spent 
a night in prayer for the deliverance 
of his forces,. and that the opposing 
Federal commander was heard to say 
that he had the rebels where God 
Almighty could not save them from 
capture. The result was a triumph- 
ant Confederate victory. 

God was at Appomattox, at Ports- 
mouth, at Manila, and he will be in 
all future battles, military, civil, or 
moral, and we need both in retro- 
spect and also in prospect, to say, 
“When our enemies turn back they 
fall and perish at thy presence.” 
“Thou hast maintained, judged, re- 
buked, destroyed.” But he will be 
inquired of by the house of Israel, to 
do it for them. 

Praying decides great things, 
greater oftentimes than fighting can. 

Let us remember that it is not 
only criminals that “forget God.” 
Everyone does this who acts as if 
God would forget. Not only can he 
not forget, but we cannot. Sciénce 
unites with experience to prove that 
impressions are indelible. Our sins 
are “blotted out” if we ask in faith. 
But they are not erased. 
line is drawn across the page. of the 
ledger to show that the account is 
settled. But the account is still vis- 
ible, clear and plain, and there to 
stay forever.

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TOWN IS BEING SUED 

In. superior civil court Thursday 
before Judge Charles A. DeCourcy, 
the suit of Mrs. Julia Ross of Ando- 
ver vs, the Inhabitants of Andover, 
to recover for personal injuries, went 
to trial. 

This is an action of tort in which 


the plaintiff ‘seeks to recover $4000. 


for injuries claimed to have been sus- 
tained by falling on a pile of stone 
in Essex street on the evening of 
January 7, 1908, 

The plaintiff was the first witness 
called to testify. She appeared to be 
in poor health and was given a chair 
near the witness stand. The witness 
testified that she resided in Baker’s 
Lane, Andover, and on the night of 
the alleged accident she was return- 
ing to her home from the Marland 


scrub woman. She said it was dark 
and it was raining. As she was pro- 
ceeding along the north side of the 
road, she said, she suddenly fell upon 
a pile of stones, painfully injuring 
her head and right side. She reached 
her home after much difficulty, crawl- 
ing part of the distance on her hands 
and knees. She said she was con- 
fined to her bed seven weeks and it 
was two months afterwards before 
she was able to work about the house. 
On cross-examination she admitted 
that. there was a sidewalk on the 
north side of the street. She said 
that she was not familiar with the lo- 
cality, for although she had lived 
there about two months and a ‘half 
she went out very little. 

Dr. John A. Magee of: Lawrence 
and Dr. Edward C. Conroy of An- 
dover testified to the extent of the 
plaintiff’s injury. The latter attend- 
ed her for a number of weeks after 
the accident. 

.The first witness for the defendant 
in the afternoon was’ Harry M. 
Eames, selectman for the town of 
Andover, whose testimony was in 
part to the effect that the road when 
he examined it shortly after the ac- 
cident was in a smooth condition, it 
having been four years previously 
macadamized, $1200 having been al- 
lowed for this purpose. Figures re- 
garding the mileage of road and the 
distance between the lights at the 
Boston & Maine depot were entered 
into. ; : 

Mr. M. Gould was the next witness 
called and in his testimony stated 
that on invéstigating a few days after 
the accident, owing to.a notice hav- 
ing been served on the town, he 
found the highway in a smooth con- 
dition and crown-shaped. The gutter 
was three. feet wide and in the same 
some stones projected. The stones 
used in the construction of the same 
were the cobble-stones commonly 
used for that purpose. He agreed 
with Mr. Eames regarding the ap- 
propriation used, but disagreed con- 
pitting the mileage by four miles 
ess. 

He was followed by Dr. John F. 
Sheedy, who testified that upon ex- 
amining the plaintiff Wednesday 
morning. he had found subjective 
symptoms and ng fracture. He next 
gave various causes of jaundice, and 
stated that he did not think that the 
injury sustained by the plaintiff 
would either directly or indirectly 
cause this disease. 

At 2.30 Attorney D. J. Murphy pre- 
sented his argument to the jury and 
at 4 Attorney Michael A. Sullivan 
followed with his argument. Judge 
DeCourcy began the charge to the 
jury at 4, but owing ‘to the adjourn- 
ment of court at 4.45 he will continue 
the charge this morning.
